The suffer- 
er’s head must. be covered with a 
heavy sheet, under which the ket- 
tle is steaming. so that only the 
medicated vapor is breathed until 
the paroxysm is passed.

Cover the entire space be- 
tween breast bone and chin and 
let it reach under the ears. Cover 
again with a thick dry towel.
